Once a drill at one of the shops 
where he was employed, wont through 
liia hand and hi- ailment was aggravat- 
ed. Then ht sustained a sunstroke and 
later was sfickcn with paralysis and 
for years could do no work and hardly 
able to drag himself about. 


For a long time his mental faculties 


have been impaired and at 
times 
he 


showed ugly rnoods. Suddenly, and with 
but little warning, he became a maniac 
Sunday, morning. Two men were called 
in, but they were like children in an at- 
tempt to quiet and subdue him. 


The police office was notified and. Offi- 


cers Vogcl and Jorgenaen, with, the pa- 
trol wagon, went to the home and there 
•was one,ot" the most desperate struggles 
the oflicers ever indulged in. Lavrenz 
Beamed to huve superhuman 
btrength, 


something remarkable, when1 for u long 


: time he was so weak that he could hard- 


ly wulk and often fell on tho street. 


lie fought like a demon and threw the 


officer;! and others around like straws, 
while his yelling "',aa 
awful 
to hear. 


With great effort a straight jacket .was 
pot on him and then the fought and 
could hardly be managed. He was land- 
ed at the jail and during the entire day 
yesterday he yclicd uml' finally became 
BO hc-M'sc thai he could .not utter a 
word. 'Many culled to s?c him, but he 
could not recognize a soul and his suf- 
ferings ;incl condition Wore pitiful. 


Physicians examined into his mental 


condi'tion and today Under Sheriff Mut- 
ter, accompanied by Policeman George, 
took him to the Northern insane asylum. 
It \vn< necessary to place him in 
the 


straight jacket and the task' was a hard 
one, JUvrenz lighting bard.

'we hear the statement that the Philip- 
pines will. be--.a perpetual bill of expense 
to us. This is untrue', for according to 
i.he report of the Taft comnrssion 
the 


islands, with their own revenues, after 
payinfr nil expenses of the insular gov- 
ernment and making considerable appro- 
priations for purely naval and military 
purposes and paying for the insular po- 
lice. $1,000.000 in sold was appropriated 
for improvements in Manila harbor and 
another 81,000.000 for highways. 
After 


aking these appropriations there 
re- 


nnc.. in the Philippine treasury 85,000.- 


000. This revenue is derived from tariff 
duties and by an equitable system of 
taxation levied upon land values insti- 
tuted by the commission. 


"Many Americans take- the dollar and1 


cent* view of the case and expect that 
our insular possessions will be an indefi- 
nite burden of expense to us. I think 
that it can be truthfully asserted that 
after the complete restoration 
of peace 


and good order the revenues of the isl- 
ands will be found more than suflicicnt 
to pay all expenses that the government 
is put to, including the expenses of the 
native and American troops. 


HAVE LOCAL LEGISLATURE. 


'•I believe that -the measure 
in con- 


gross which gives the Philippine islands 
a local legislature, as was done in 
the 


house bill will prove highly successful in 
overcoming some of -the difficulties 
we 


now have to contend with. Tho senate 
bill made no provision for this and 
I 


was in favor of the suggestions made by 
the Taft commission. The local legisla- 
ture includes all the Christian provinces, 
leaving out the Moros and the migan 
tribes. It includes thirty-seven 
provin- 


ces and over 6,000,000 people in its op- 
eration. I am firm in the belief 'that it 
will work most successfully. When the 
matter was up for passage 1 met a num- 
ber of Filipinos who were in Washing- 
ton and they all looked upon this means 
of establishing a civil government 
with 


exceeding favor. 
Gov. Taft 
takes a 


hopeful view of the situation and speaks 
highly of the qualifications of the 
men 


who occupy seats upon the bench. 
He 


toys that the ability and character of 
the men who are judges of the supreme 
court will compare favorably with 
our

der mystery was made ioday when it 
was discovered today that William Bar- 
tholin had been seen surprised July 30, 
while standing at the cellar grave of hia 
murdered mother by a real estate agent. 
Peter Van Vlissingen, >«*o holds a mort- 
gage on Mrs. Bartholin's homo and:TVho 
sent his agent to the property to ap- 
praise it the afternoon of July 30, fur- 
'nished the police with the' information 
about Bartholin working on the grave 
of his mother. 


The apent called 
;and rang the front 


door bell repeatedly. No one answered 
and he went to the rear of the house and 
looked through 
a basement window. 


There he saw a man standing in one cor- 
ner looking at the floor, apparently ab- 
sorbed. in thought.. 
.- 


Suddenly the man in the basement 


looked up and saw the agent peering in. 
A moment later. Bartholin - came to 'the 
rear door and asked tlio agent what 
lie 


wanted. The latter 
replied -that he 


wanted to see Mrs. .Bartholin. 


Bartholin told the agent 
his mother 


was in Milwaukee njid would not return 
for several 
days. Shortly 
after 
this 


conversation he was seen to leave the 


and the same evening ho called at 


Minnie Mitchell's home. The couple left 
together and the girl did not return. 


Inspector Hunt, when shown the To- 


ledo .interview with E. 0. Hunter, 
wiid 


that Oscar Thompson, a former lodger in 
the house oTnd who* is now under arrest, 
denied having iold Hunter that William 
had left the city. to be married. 


Tho inspector 
further 
stated that 


Hunter will be brought to this city, to- 
gether with Milton Edwards, who is now 
in Denver. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 11.— Developments to- 


day in the mysterious murder of Minnie 
MHchell and Mrs. Auric Burtholin led 
the police to double their efforts to lo- 
cale William Bartholin, respectively ..fi- 
ancee and son of tlie two women. At the 
inquest over the body of the elder wo- 
man which waa found crammed into a 
cellar at the Bartholin home. Saturday 
night, neighbors recognized the body -as 
that of Mrs. Bartholin. 


The burial today of Minnie Mitchell 


by her family removed all doubt in pub- 
lic mind that the body found in the field 
at Seventy-fourth and State streets last 
week was that of the young woman who 
was l.ist seen with- Bartholin. Complete 
hearing over Mrs. Bnrtholin's body was 
postponed by the coroner until August 
2), in the hope that additional clews to 
the murders may be obtained. Today it 
developed that 
young 
J3artholin hud 


quarrelled with his mother just before 
she disappeared over 
the question of 


bringing his prospective wife to 'live at 
his mother's home. 


A BOARDER'S TESTIMONY. 


TOLEDO, 0., Aug. 11— 0. E. Hunter, 


a former roomer with Mrs. Annie Bar 
tholin, found murdered in Chicago, is now 
in this city. He talks in a straightfor- 
ward 
manner concerning 
his seven 


months' 
tenantcy 
ot' 
the Bartholin 


house. He left Chicago on Friday, Au- 
gust 1st, coming here in response to a 
fetter from his brother, ex-County Treas- 
urer, Samuel A. Hunter. His story is 
this. 


"To tlie best of my recollection, the 


last time I saw Mrs. Bartholin was on 
July i, when I }>s.id her my rent. I 
hardly ever saw her except on pay day. 
I often met young Bartholin at the ci 
par store on the corner of Forty-third 
and Calumet, whose 
proprietor is my 


nephew. He appeared to be a popular 
young fellow, well esteemed in the neigh- 
borho'od." 


J]rs. Bartholin disappeared on* July S 


aud two or three days after that he met 
Will, the son, and asked where his moth- 
er was, as his (Hunter's) bed had not 
been made up. Yout!g Bartliolin said 
she had gone to ..lichigan an'd that he 
would see that the robin was attended 
to regularly, wliich was done. 


"July 28 was my n<>xt meeting -with 


Bartholin," continued Hunter, "who said 
his mother had not yet returned;, that 
the gas bill waa due and requested some 
money. I paid him two dollars. This 
was the last I saw of Bartholin. 


"On July 31 a Mr. Thompson, who. had 


been rooming in the house for seventeen 
years, notified me that Will had gone 
, 


\Ji\way_ to get married; that (W 


had been heard of the. old lady he would 
close the house and requested me to get 
another room. I left the next-day for" 
Toledo. 
" . 
,., 


The relations between Mrs. Bartholin 


and her son appeared all right during 
the time I was in the 'house and I never 
heard Will speak of Minnie Mitchell, al-. 
so supposed to" have been murdered by 
him." 


L. R. EDWARD'S STORY. 


DENVER, Col., Aug., 11—Milton L. E. 


Edwards,' who roomed-.'at the house of 
Mrs. Bartholin in Chicago and for whom 
the police of that city have been look- 
ing to find out what•• he knows of the 
murder of Mrs. Bartholin and Miss Min- 
nie .Mitchell, is in Denver- He tells a 
straightforward story '»tid :saya: ho- came 
here looking for work''?iiud that, he has 
at no time concealed his-.identity of his 
locality. He says he is willing to re- 
turn to Chicago 'at any time if bhc po- 
lice wish him to. One reason he left 
Chicago-is, he claims, that he feared Wil- 
liam Bartholin who is accused .of the 
murder of the two women, would also, 
kill him. Before he left Chicago, he says, 
he expressed his suspicion of Bartholin. 


MRS. 'BARTHOLIN'S BODY FOUND. 


J CHICAGO, Aug. 13.—With a jagged 
wound in the left I temple and physical 
evidence i that she had been strangled, 
the almost nude body of Mrs. j^nnie 
Bartholin was found Saturday .night bur- 
ied beneath ithe cellar floor of the house 
in .which she had lived at-4310'Cfliurnet 
avenue.. The police have evidence that 
Bar'tholip slept in the house on Calumet 
avenue lost -Tuesday night, three weeks 
after hi.=i mother had been murdered and 
six days after he is supposed to have 
killed Minnie Mitchell. 
. 


FOUND BY NEWSPAPER MEN. 
The, body of Mrs. Burtholin was found 


by,a party of newspaper men, after the 
police had searched tbe house and had 
concluded that li the woman had been 
murdered her body was concealed- some- 
where away from the residence. Al! the 
rooms of the house had been ransacked, 
partitions torn down, welle sounded'and 
the basement and the premises searched. 


Finally someone found !i small crevice 


in the cement floor, indicating that the 
cement had been disturbed and then 
skilfully patched, 


In a moment the men were attacking 


the floor'with picks and sjfedes. while a 
large crowd of.neighbors and other cur- 
ious ones watched the work from, the 
Btnirway-or through the basement win- 
dows. 


The cement was quickly broken away 


and then the diggers came upon a bed 
of white sand. Digging 
through this, 


they came upnn a dress skirt. This was 
dra"™ed-out and other articles of wom- 
ans' wear were found. When these bad 
been removed tiie body of llic woman 
was 'found. It was wrapped in a blank- 
et and practically was without clothing, 
there being only a, shoe sticking on the 
left foot and a corset cover around the 
chest. 


From the appearance of the body, it 


was believed that Mrs. Bartholin was 
struck down cither while disrobing ic~ 
the'mght or when dressing in the morn- 


ing- 


BARTHOLIN IN RACINE? 


Stun Annwcrlns Dcucrlptlon of 
Chloifr 


Murderrr KoCtntO" nt Hole] Kncln<-, 
Chicago detectives, arrived in the eity 


today, and after a diligent search dis- 
covered that William J. Bartholin, the 
man wanted in Chicago for the murder 
of Mrs. Biirtholin and Miss Min.iie 
Mitchell last week, was in this city Ifldfc 
week and stopped for .1 short time at Ho- 
tel Racine. 


The man whose description and hand- 


writing compares identically with that 
of Bartholin, was no doubt here, a:id 
though the men would not make any 
public statement regarding 
the matter, 


they admitted that they had secured a 
substantial clew that Bartholin had. been 
here. 


Tho man crane -to the eity on the .1:03 


Northnvestc.'u train Thursday afternoon 
and was driven hastily to Hotel Racine, 
where he registered as "Robert Milior, 
Chicago." 


He regained in the eity during the 


afternoon and left for the north on the 
0:35 Northwestern train. 


While the man was at the. hotel he 


acted strangely and attracted the aUe'.i- 
tion of il.-s day clerk, John Williamson. 
He appeared to 'be quite excited, but Mr. 
Williamson paid no attention to the 
man, 
aside fivm noticing him wandering 


about uneasily from one chair to an- 
olher in Uie !o'nby and about 5 o'clock 
inquired for Vne time of the first train 
for -the north. He asked-to be admitted 
to the dining room for supper n.* soon as 
the supper was ready. 


He was attired in'o, gray suit and a 


diirk fedora hat, was clean shaven and 
looked quite shabby. 


He appeared to shun all persons and 


avoided conversation wtth any of the 
:hotel guests. \ 


• '• Little iwas thought of the nmn until 
.the detect'.ivcs^arrivcd in the city this 
'morning.1 and began the search for.Bar- 
thoh'n. How the clue wns'obtained-that 
he was 
headed this way cannot be 


learned. This is the first clue, obtained 
of the a.llcged murderer's whereabouts: . 


The detectives compared the signature 


at the .hotel with a 'Ci-py of Bartholin's 
teachvriting, 
.which they. Had .with th 


and .left very positive that they'were-on 
the man's trail. 


The .man's 'short stay in the city pre- 


vented, any information regarding him to 
be known/ 


His arrival at the hotel was the tenth 


of the- day. 
Several copies of the hand- 


writing which ha.ve been received in the 
city have beer compared -with that 
o'n 


the' register aid the resemblance is very 
plain. 


No reason can be given for Bortholin's 


coming to.this city, except that he at- 
tempted to baffle detectives whom he 
believed were following Mm closely.

THE HOME CIRCLE. 


' Children as Carriers oi Tuberculous 
Infection.—A%ery interesting series of 
experiments has- recently been carried 
out by Dieudonne, (Mucncb. roed. .Wuch. 
1001), for the purpose of determining to 
<vnat extent children crawling on the 
floor are capable of infecting themseleves 
by conveying tubercle bacilli from the 
dust to the ca.vitie.% of tte nose and 
throat. For this purpose Le made a 
number of experiments by carefully rub- 
bing the hands and the cavities of the 
nose with small wads of cotton, then 
soaking these wads in bouillon and mak- 
ng cultures, inoculations' and stains 
rom them. In all cases he endeavored 
o examine children living in the honsos 
vith parents known to be suffering from 
itbcrculous. Altogether he investigated 
_fteen children, and of these two provod 
o be bearing infectious tubercle bacilli; 
hat is to say, in one caeo two guinea 
>igs inoculated with dust from the hand 
died. The mother of this child of 15 
months was suffering from tuberculosis, 
iml nor expectoration contalne4 tubercle 
acilli. In the other case the bacilli 
vcrc found both upon the hands and in 
he nose, and the father of the girl o! 18 
months had,tuberculosis, with bacilli in 
he sputum. The extreme importance 
if these inrastigl'fliona cannot fail 
to 


mpress every, reader. The danger of al- 
owing children to creep upon the 
floor 


n any place where it is possible .that 
tubercle bacilli should exist, is, we. bc- 
ieve, a subject for serious 
considera- 


tion. Not only may they infoct 
them- 


nclves, but it is quite possible: that they 
could infect other children,, or even 
•ulultH. The very large proportion—two 
out of lii, that is over 13 per cent, of 
,hc small number of children examined, 
s quite startling. Until we can. teach 
the laity to be more, careful than they 
are, such investigations are only another 
argument in favor of tiie segregation of 
consumptives.

As die hour appoint ed for the depar- 


ture of the royal procession approached, 
the excitement about Buckingham Pal- 
ace was most marked. Punctual to the

horses of the troopers curvetting nerv- 
ously as they faced the wall of humanity 
that cheered their coming. Shortly af- 
terwards came ihp Prince and Princess 
of Wales proces.-ion and finally within 


a- few minutes 
majesties

coai-li appeared at the gateway and the 
king and queen smiled and bowed in re- 
sponse to the mighty roar of cheers that 
dwarfed 
all previous 
welcomes. The 


scene in the vicinity was remarkable. On 
the, roof of the palace were .perched a 
number of fashionably 
dressed 
ladies, 


members of the 
household and 
their 


cheers, with the fluttering of their hand- 
kerchiefs as the king and queen entered 
the royal coach gave the signal for deaf- 
ening 'phuidits of the 
populace 
whiuh 


greeted their majesties as they emerged 
from tho gates. 


THE KING'S APPEARANCE. 


The king looked pale and rather fine 


drawn and was by no means as brown 
and robust as previous reports had led 
one to expect, and while punctiliously 
bowing from side to side, he did so with 
,i gravity very unusual 
to him. He 


j-eemcd to sit rather far back in the car- 
riage aud moved his body very little. 
His curious crimson robes and cap, the 
iiaii.teiiance of which simply a band of 
ermine with a crimson velvet top, doubt- 
less gave him the unusual appearance. 
Tlir, oueen beside him, was radiant. She 
never' looked better. The cheers which 
Src.-tcd the pair were loud and unmis- 
takably genuine and very different from 
Uio. perfunctory applause which usually 
greets the appearance of members of the 
royal family. 


The three proccsMons to tho abbey 


were carried out according to program 
and the only striking features of the 
lir.it two were tho gorguous state car- 
rinses and the beautiful trappings and 
horses. 


ENTHUSIASM ^AX. 


The crowd paid but little attention to 


the occupants of the 
vehii-li-s. In the 


last carriage, of the first procession sat 
Prince Henry of Prussia, on the back 
scat, bill, he was so occupied with talk- 
ing to the Duke of Sf/arta that he seem- 
ed not to notice the crowd. The Prinue 


version by .the inarching and counter- 
marching "of the. troops headed by their 
bands and quickly passing state coaches, 
private carriages and automobiles. Bui' 
ingham Palace, naturally, was one of the 
principal centers of interest as it was 
the starting point of the great pageant. 
Crowds assembled there in immense mini 


"bers and the first hearty cheer of the 


day wont up when the news was circu- 
lated that King Edward was in the best 
of health aud spirits and well equipped 
to undergo the fatigues of the day. 


A SCENE 01-' ANIMATION. 


Ev 0:30 tho scene in tho vicinity of 


the'pahice and the Mall was extremely 
animated. The roof of tho palace and 
those of all the surrounding buildings 
were crowded with spectators, and the 
constantly arriving members of the roy- 
al family, with their suites and the ap- 
pearance of other 
participants in the 


procession elicited cheers rarying in de- 
gree of enthusinsm according to the pop- 
ulnritv of the personages recognized by 
tiio people, Tho Duke of 
Connaught, 


who rode down tho Mall in an automo- 
bile for the purpose of seeing that the 
military arrangements along the route 
wore complete, was heartily cheered. 


AROUND WESTMINSTER ABBEY. 
Almost as animated was the scene in 


tho 
vicinity 
of Westminster 
Abbey, 


where bands of music stationed about 
tho building relieved the tedium of the 
early waiting, and soon after tho doors 
wtre opened stage noaehcs, carriages and 
automobiles rattled up in a ceaseless 
line, tho rich appurol of their occupants 
ulidting heiirty applause which however, 
was surpassed by the reception accorded 
to the mci, of the navaV:brigade as they 
naruhed past at a swinging paeo to lake 
up a favored position guarding the route 


Vie abbey. The"c61onial premiers 


of Waien also seemed very indifferent 
and stolid, but the Princess-of "Wales 
bowed and smiled constantly. It was 
not till the king's procc.-,sion came that 
there was any show of enthusiasm. Lord 
Kitchener, Admiral Seymour and Gener- 
al Gaselee, as they i'od<: together, of 
course came in for much attention, but 


emed all to look straight ahead 


and pay little attention to the people 
along the route. Lord Kitchener in the 
resplendent full dress uniform of a gen- 
eral, also looked unfamiliar and many 
persons did not recognize him. The In- 
dians were undoubtedly the most, pictur- 
esque feature of the procession, while 
the state conch of the king, drawn by 
the fat Hnndvnrian horses which figured 
in all of J;he !nte Queen Victoria's pro- 
cessions, 'seemed much more like fairy- 
land than usual. 


LOKD CLINTON SLIGHTLY HURT. 


The progress of the royal cortege wa 


marked by no special incident, with the 
exception of mi accident to Lord Ed van 
T'clham-Clinton, one of the grooms in 
waiting. It was continued triumph and 
reached its climax on the arrival at the 
abbey, where there was n secuo of un- 
paralleled 
enthusiasm 
which 
did not 


cease until their majesties disappeared 
in the annex. 


The accident to Lord Pclham-Clinton 


created considerable excitement in the 
Mall. The groom in -waiting, in a closed 
carriage, was passing York Steps when 
his 
conveyance collided wit.h another 


royal carriage going at high speed in tin 
opposite direction-: The horses fell and 
there appeared to be a bnd mix-up. The, 


edifice wore scarcely opened and the Gold 
Stick sand ushers had barely found their 
stations, before the seats began to fill. 
Pocrs and peeresses swept up the nave, 
their scarlet at:d ermine making vivid 
contrasts with the deep blue of the car- 
pet. As they arrived before the thrones 
they separated, the peers going to the 
right and the peeresses to the left. 


Even when practically empty the ab- 


bey presented an interesting, picturesque 
effect, the oddest feature of which con- 
sisted in every seat .being practically 
covered by a large, while official program 
li.tlio center of which was placed a small 
deep red book of service. 


WHOLE' 'EFFECT HARMONIOUS. 
"Without the. tapestries or light furn- 


ishing of the tiers upon tiers of scats 
which rose fifty feet high, the combina- 
tion of white and rod programs by itself 
produced a gala effect. The preliminary 
eulogies of the decorative arrangements 
were not overstated. The entire scheme 
had been carried out harmoniously ant 
even the stands did not seem but of 
place, A peculiarly beautiful effect was- 
presented 
by the king's and 
queen's 


boxes, comprising half a'dozen rows o 
chairs in white satin, relieved only b) 
the crimson of the 
seats. Beyond tin 


structural decorations fov the seating o: 
the spcclators, there was little attempi 
at any display and the old, gray arches 
lent their stately 
perspective 
to 
th 


scene, untouched by flags or any gleam 
of color. 


GOLD PLATE DISPLAY. 


The. various chairs to be used b'y th 


king and queen in the service attracted 
special attention, but what inovitabl; 
caught the eye was the glittering ara; 
of gold plate brought from various roya 
depositories, ranged along the chance 
and behind the altar. Amidst thcs' 
surroundings the Earl Marchal, the, Duk 


,f Norfolk, resplendent in white kne 
breeches and heavily embroidered coal 
lurried to and from, directing the fina 
touches. 


PRECEDING THE CORONATION. 
By 10 o'clock the interior of tho abbey 


presented a blaze of color. Along th 
nave, 
which was lined by 
grenadier 


every chair was taken up by high off 
cers of the army and navy. 


In stalls within, with the other am 


bassiidors were the United States ambas- 
sador, Joseph H. Choatc, and Mr= 
Choate and many officials. . 


During the long wait, Edwin A. Abbey 


the American artist who was commis- 
sioned to paint the coronation scene in 
the abbey and who wore court uniform, 
took careful ,note of the surroundings 
for the historic picture ordered by the 
king. 


The peeresses took advantage of the 


long interval to stroll up and down, but 
the"peers sat stolidly awaiting the ar- 
rival of (.he sovereign, their ermine caps 
presenting a solid mass of white.

GIVEN RING AND CROWNED, 


After the prayer the king donned the 


colobium sindonis, then resumed his Beat 
and from a scarlet silken roll on which 
the prayers were printed in large type 
.and which was held by the'Dean of West- 
minster, the Archbishop of Canterbury

read the prayers 
aud 
delivered

sword to the king, the sword being tak- 
en to him by the Dean of Wistminster, 
vhile 'his majesty remained standing. 
The armilla and orb were then delivered 
to the king according to the program.

After singing "Be Strong'and Play the

As beautiful as any coronpt there "was 


a pearl and diamond tiara worn by Lady 
Londonderry, whose dress was heavily 
embroidered and covered with pearls and 
diamonds. She also 
wore a, diamond 


stomiichcr with bracelets and earrings 
to match. Thu robe itself was embroid- 
ered in silver and gold, worked in ^the 
pattern of the family arms and coronet 
and was fashioned after the stylo of the 
days of King George III with big red 
veit sleeves. 


The Duchess of Portland was superb 


in her great coronet of diamonds in the 
center of which was tho famous -Port- 
lond stone which flashed'and sparkled in 
a thousand colors in tho dim light. The 
duchess was the object of general atten- 
tion.

He also looked at the farm just 
across the road. Both farms are deced- 
ent estates, the heirs -in far away lands 
waiting for sale and distribution. 
This 


man declared he would not give forty 
dollars per acre for either farm, in fact 
would upt buy such farms so covered 
with various noxious weeds, Canada this- 
tles, quack grass, and wild mustard. 


When he had looked over these two 


farms, anxiously .v.vniting purchasers, he 
had seen all he wanted to see of Kenosha 
county and took a hasty leave although 
lie had beon-haridKonieiy entertained by 
friends of the heirs to theso properties. 


T.iging it for granted there are some

the officers ever indulged, in. Lavrenz 
seemed to have superhuman 
strength, 


something remarkable, when1 for a long 
time he was so weak that1 he could hard- 
ly walk and often fell on the street. 


He fought like a demon and threw the 


officers and others around like straws, 
while his yelling was 
awful 
to hear. 


With great effort a straight jacket was, 
got on him and then the fought and 
could hardly be managed. He was land- 
ed at the jail and during the entire day 
yesterday he veiled and finally became 
so hoarse that he could .not utter a 
word. 'Many called to see him, but he 
could not recognize a soul and his suf- 
ferings and condition were pitiful. 
. Physicians examined into his mental 
condition and today Under Sheriff Mut- 
ter, accompanied by Policeman George, 
took him to the Northern insane asylum. 
It was necessary to place him in the 
straight jacket and the task was a hard 
one, Lavrenz fighting hard.

purposes and paying for the insular po- 
lice, $1,000,000 in gold was appropriated 
for improvements, in Manila, harbor and 
another $1,000,000 for highways. After 
making these appropriations there 
re- 


mnm;» in the Philippine treasury $5,000.- 
000. 
This revenue is derived from tariff 


duties and by an equitable system of 
taxation levied upon land values insti- 
tuted by the commission. 


"Many Americans take the dollar and' 


cents view of the case and expect that 
our insular possessions will he an indefi- 
nite burden of expense to us. I think 
that it can be truthfully asserted that 
after the complete restoration of peace 
and good order the revenues of the isl- 
ands will be found more than sufficient 
to pay all expenses that the. government 
is put to, including the expenses of the 
native and American troops. 


HAVE LOCAL LEGISLATURE. 


"I believe that/the measure in con- 


gress which gives the Philippine islands 
a local legislature, as was clone in 
the 


house bill will prove highly successful in 
overcoming some of the difficulties 
we 


now have to contend with. The senate 
bill made no provision for this and 
I 


was in favor of the suggestions made by 
the Taft commission. The local legisla- 
ture includes all the Christian provinces, 
leaving out the Moros and the pagan 
tribes. It includes thirty-seven 
provin- 


ces and over 6,000,000 people in ;its op- 
eration. I am. firm in the belief that it 
will work most successfully. When the 
matter was up for passage I met a num- 
ber of Filipinos who were in Washing- 
ton and they all looked upon this means 
of establishing a civil government with 
exceeding favor. Gov. Taft takes a 
hopeful view of the situation and speaks 
highly of the qualifications of the 
men 


who occupy seats upon the bench. 
He 


sa,ys that the ability and character of 
the men who are judges of the supreme 
court will compare favorably with 
our 


justices. The chief justice is a native 
Filipino."

A BOARDER'S TESTIMONY.

Infection.—A**Very interesting series of 
experiments has recently fceert carried 
out by Dietidonne, (Muench. raecl. Wuch. 
1001), for the purpose of determining to 
Wnat extent children crawling on the' 
floor a,re capable of infecting themseleves 
by conveying tubercle bacilli from the 
dust to the cavities of the .nose and 
throat- For this purpose lie made A 
number of experiments by carefully rub- 
bing the hands and the Cavities of the 
nose with small wads of cotton, then 
soaking these wads in bouillon and mak- 
ing cultmresj inoculations' and stains 
from them. In all cases he endeavored 
to examine children living in the houses 
with parents known to be suffering front 
tuhefeulous. Altogether he investigated 
fifteen children, and of these two proved 
to be bearing infectious tubercle bacilli $ 
that is to say, irt one case" two guinea 
pigs inoculated with dust from the hand 
died. The mother of this child Of 15 
months was suffering from tuberculosis, 
and her expectoration contnlne,4 tubercle 
"bacilli. In the other case the bacilli 
were found both upon the hands and in 
the nose, and the father-of the girl of 18 
months had,tuberculosis, with bacilli in

The expectations of the Democrats as

Westminster Abbey Scene of Brilliant Ceremony 


In Which American Women Play Prominent 


Part In Gorgeous Spectacle. 


Dazzling Array of Jewels and Wealth of Color Presents Picture Seldom 


Excelled-His Majesty Exhibits No Outward Traces of Fatigue 


at Conclusion-'Scenes of Enthusiasm Mark Depart" 


ure and Return to Buckingham Palace. 


. LONDON, Aug. 9.—King Edward and 
Qiieen Alexandra were crowned in West- 
minster Abbey shortly after noon today. 
Though the ceremony was bereft of some 
of the elaboration and pageantry oTigin- 
ally contemplated, it lacked little in the 
way 
of spectacular perfection. 
The 


whole ceremonial was of a magnificently 
changing panorama around the two cen- 
tral figures enthroned in their robes of 
velvet, ermine and cloth-of-gold, amidst 
the distinguished assemblage of actors?, 
the fulfillment of whose various roles ne- 
cessitated 
constant movement. 
Each 


stage of the ceremony, with its old world 
•usages, furnished its quota of interest, 
while the interior of the noble church, 
filled at it was with officiating prelates 
in van-colored capes, with princes and 
diplomatic officer?, 
in gold 
laced uni- 


forms, with herald, pursuivants and oth- 
er officials of state in medieval costumes, 
with peers and peeresses in rich robes, 
with Oriental potentates in many-hued 
raiment, with men of all types and all 
shades of complexion from distant points 
of the newly crowned monarch's empire 
with its dazzling array of jewels and 
wealth of color, presented a picture which 
in its combined brilliancy and distinction 
has seldom been excelled. 


LONDON, Aug. «.—A brilliant sunrise 


promised perfect weather for coronation 
day, but long before the ceremonies com- 
menced threatening clouds gathered awl 
the parly arrivals on the route of the 
procession came provided against contin- 
gencies. The earlier crowds were in no 
wise as large as it had been generally 
anticipated they would be. Many en- 
thusiasts, with camp stools and ample 
supplies of provisions had spent the night 
on the best coigns of vantage that could 
be secured and were in the same posi- 
tions at 6 o'clock this morning. At tl-at 
hour the troops began to take up their 
allotted stations and policemen, three 
paces apart, lined the route of the pro- 
cession 
from 
Buckingham 
Palace to 


Westminster Abbey. Up 
to 
7 o'clock 


there were certainly more police than 
sigbt-seers visible but, after that time 
there was a rapid increase in the num- 
ber of spectators; suburban trains and 
tram cars emptying thousands of persons 
every few minutes into the stations ad- 
jacent to the procession's route. East 
End London residents also flocked west- 
ward in such numbers that the streets 
east of Temple Bar became oppressively 
silent and deserted. 


STREETS QUICKLY FILL UP. 


Most of the best positions along the 


route of the precession were 
thickly 


crowded by eight o'clock and the spec- 
' tutors were furnished with plenty of di- 
version by-.the inarching and counter- 
marching of the troops headed by their 
bands and quickly passing state coaches, 
private carriages and automobiles. Buck- 
ingham Palace, naturally, was one of the 
principal centers of interest as it wa 
the starting point of the great pageant. 
Crowds assembled there in immense num- 


""bers and the first hearty cheer of the 


day went up when the news, was circu- 
lated that King Edward was in the best 
of health and spirits and well equipped 
to undergo the fatigues of the day. 


A SCENE OF ANIMATION. 


By 0:30 tho scene in the vicinity of 


the palace and the Mall was extremely 
animated. The roof of tho palace ant" 
those of all the surrounding buildings 
were crowded with spectators, ?,nd tho 
constantly arriving members of the roy 
al family, with their suites and the np 
pearance of other 
participants in the 


procession elicited cheers raryii'g in de 
gree of enthusiasm according to the pop 
ularity of the personages recognized bj 
the people. The Duke of 
Connaught 


who rode down tho Stall in an automo 
bile for the purpose of seeing that the 
military arrangements along the route 
were complete, was heartily cheered. 


AROUND WESTMINSTER ABBEY. 
Almost as animated was the scene in 


the 
vicinity 
of Westminster Abbey, 


where bands of music stationed about 
the building relieved the tedium of the 
early waiting, and soon after the doors 
were opened stage coaches, carriages and 


and the privy councillors were warmly 
welcomed, the Fijians, in petticoats, were 
the center of much interest, and a red 
Indian chief in his native costume, feath- 
ers and blanket, decorated with the cus- 
tomary mirrors caused the most lively 
amusement. 


KING AND QUEEN APPEAR. 


As the hour appointed for the depar- 


ture of the royal procession approached, 
tho excitement about Buckingham Pal- 
ace was most marked. Punctual to the 
timc the advance guard of the royal 
cavalcade issued from the archway, the 
horses of the troopers curvetting nerv- 
ously as they faced the wall of humanity 
that cheered their coming. Shortly af- 
terwards canie the Prince and Princess 
of Wales procession and finally within 
a few minutes 
their majesties 
state 


coach appeared at the gateway and the 
king and queen smiled and bowed in re- 
sponse to the mighty roar of cheers that 
dwarfed 
all previous 
welcomes. The 


scene in the vicinity was remarkable. On 
the roof of the palace were-perched a 
number of fashionably 
dressed ladies, 


members of the 
household and 
their 


cheers, with the fluttering of their hand- 
kerchiefs as the king and queen entered 
the royal coach gave the signal for deaf- 
ening plaudits of the 
populace 
which 


greeted their majesties aa they emerged 
from the gates. 


THE KING'S APPEARANCE. 


The king looked pale and rather fine 


drawn and was by no moans as brown 
and robust as previous reports had led 
one to expect, and while punctiliously 
bowing from side to side, he did so with 
a 
gravity very unusual to 
him. He 


seemed to pit rather far back in the car- 
riage and moved his body very little, 
lis curious crimson robes and cap, the 
Maintenance of which simply a band of 
Tinine with a crimson velvet top, doubt- 
ess gave him the unusual appearance. 
The queen beside him, was radiant. She 


looked better. The cheers which 


grciited the pair were loud and unmis- 
takably genuine and very different from 
the perfunctory applause which usually 
greets the appearance of members of the 
royal family. 


The three processions to tho abbey 


were carried out according to program 
and the only striking features of the 
first two were tho gorgeous state ear* 
riages and the beautiful trappings and 
horses. 


ENTHUSIASM LAX. 


The crowd paid but little attention to 


the occupants of the 
vehicles. In the 


last carriage of the first procession sat 
Prince Henry of Prussia, on the back 
scat, but, he was so occupied with talk- 
ing to the Duke of Sparta that he seem- 
ed not to notice the crowd. The Prince 
of Wales also seemed very indifferent 
and stolid, but the Princess • oF Wales 
bowed and smiled 
constantly. It was 


not till the king's proec'iiaion came that 
there was any show of enthusiasm. Lord 
Kitchener, Admiral Seymour and Gener- 
al Gaaelee, ns they rode together, of 
course came in for much attention, but 
they soemed all to look straight ahead 
and pay little attention to tho people 
along the route. Lord Kitchener in the 
resplendent full dress uniform of a gen 
era], also looked unfamiliar and many 
persons did not recognize him. The In- 
dians were undoubtedly the most pictur- 
esque feature! of the procession, while 
the state coach of the king, drawn by 
the fat Hanovarian horses which figured 
in all of the late Queen Victoria's pro 
ccasions:, 'seemed much more like fairy- 
land than usual.

ROYALTY FILLS ABBEY. 


In Westminster Abbey the door of tha 


edifice were scarcely opened and tho Gold 
Stick sand ushers had barely found their 
stations, before the seats began to fill. 
Peers and peeresses swept up the nave, 
their scarlet arid ermine making vivid 
contrasts with the deep blue of the car- 
pet. As they arrived before the thrones 
they separated, the peers going to the 
right and the peeresses to the left. 


Even when practically empty the ab- 


bey presented an interesting, picturesque 
effect, the oddest feature of which con 
sistecl in every seat being practically 
covered by a large, while official program 
iii-tae center of which was placed a small 
deep red book of service. 


WHOLE EFFECT HARMONIOUS. 
Without the tapestries or light furn- 


ishing of the tiers upon tiers of seats 
which rose fifty feet high, the combina- 
tion of white and red programs by itself 
produced a gala effect. The preliminary 
eulogies of the decorative arrangements 
were not overstated. The entire scheme 
had been carried out harmoniously and 
even the stands did not seem but ol 
place. A peculiarly beautiful effect was 
presented by the king's 
and 
queen's 


boxes, comprising half a dozen rows ol 
chairs in white satin, relieved only bj 
the crimson of the 
seats. Beyond the 


structural decorations for the seating of

The peeresses took advantage of the 


iong interval to stroll up and down, but 
the peers sat stolidly awaiting the ar- 
rival of the sovereign, their ermine caps 
presenting a solid mass of white. 


After 10 o'clock the organ and band 


played, while the spectators, many of 
whom showed signs of sleepiness chatted 
or swept with their glasses what portions 
of the abbey they could see from their 
scats. 


JEWELS IN PROFUSION, 


What most struck the eye in the ab- 


bey was the marvelous display of jow- 
els that certainly surpassed 
anything 


previously scon at a court function in 
England. The combination of these with 
the magnificent robes and the beauty of 
many of the wearers made a memorable 
sight. 


As beautiful as any coronpt there "was 


a pearl and diamond tiara worn by Lady 
Londonderry, whose dress was heavily 
embroidered and covered with pearls and 
diamonds.

The low price of farms 
in 
Kenosha 


county has been remarked for years and 
with it the question is as often asked: 
Why is it so? Why 
should Kenosha 


county fartfis be sold at prices so much 
lower than in other counties around us? 
The question seemes to be more or less 
a conundrum yet to be solved. 


,A recent happening may afford some 


clew to a solution. A man in another 
part of the state sold his farm for $125 
per acre. It was recommended to him 
to go to Kenosha county to buy anoth- 
er farm as lands were lower there thnn 
in any other well settled part of the 
state, and they were sure to advance in 
price to an equality with farms in near- 
by counties. The prospective purchaser 
came and looked at a well located-farm, 
school house in sight of the home; rail- 
way and express office one mile; less than 
two miles to church; county seat nine 
miles. He also looked at the farm just 
across the road. Both farms are deced- 
ent estates., the heirs -in far away lands 
waiting for sale and distribution. This 
man declared he would not give forty 
dollars per acre for either farm, in fact 
would not buy such farms so covered 
with various noxious weeds, Canada this- 
tles, quack grass, and wild mustard. 


When he had looked over tb.ese two 


farms, anxiously awaiting purchasers, he 
had seen all he wanted to see of Kenosha 
countj' and took a hasty leave although 
be had been -handsomely entertained by 
friends of the heirs to these properties. 


Taging it lor granted there are some 


good farms in Kenosha county free from 
noxious weeds we can easily apprehend 
the tendency of these weed cursed farms 
is to lessen the value of every acre of 
farm lands in the county. 


Now w have a good noxious weeds law 


in our statutes, but it' is held in a dead- 
ening disregard. The law is violated 
every day and the public sense of right 
is demoralized by the daily infraction of 
the statute. 
How can a .consciousness 


of the majesty of law exist in the pub 
lie mind when it is hourly defied? When 
the town board has appointed a commis- 
sioner it lias complied with the law. For 
the rest it devolves on the commissioner. 
It would seem as though a maximum 
fine of twenty-five dollars would reinforce 
the. backbone of the commissioner and 
impel him to enforce the law. 


If the grain and seed dealers of Mil- 


waukee and Chicago knew that our nox- 
ous weeds law was thoroughly enforced 
in every part of this state it would en- 
hance the price of every bushel of grain 
and seed sold in the market. Too many 
of our farmers are badly demoralized by 
their' familiarity 
with noxious weeds 


They have farmed it so many years on 
shares with Canada Thistles and quack 
grass they have no aspirations for a bet- 
ter way. The weeds for their share take 
from a fourth to three fourths of the 
crop and still they dumbly submit. If 
the assessor were to tax their acres as 
tho weeds do a bloddy revolution would 
be inaugurated at once.
